ate RADIO = WHO, WHAT, AND WHEN 


---) It all started in London, England, in the year 1590 
when Dr, William Gilbert, physician to Queen Elizabeth, 
began with curiosity to investigate the peculiar 
properties of the lodestone and amber, the magnetic 
action of the lodestone and the static attraction of 
amber, He found the mysterious force in amber that 
‘¢ame alive with friction, and he called it electricity 

- after the Greek word "electron" (for amber). In the 
year 1600 he published and released to the world his 

. findings and results of his experiments. 


Many years went by, and many more experiments by 
many doctors and scientists the world over wmtil 1729 sie ee ee 
when English scientist, Stephen Gray, was able to 
transmit a charge of electricity for a distance of ‘700 
feet. He had introduced the "conductor" and established 
the fact of positive and negative charges of electricity. 


The University of Leiden in the Netherlands arowd 
1750 developed the Leyden (town name) Jar for the 
storage of electricity, thus came the first battery 
(wet cell). 


e Ben Franklin made use of this jar in 1752 with his 
kite experiment and soon added proof of his theories 
on electrons and protons. 


Twenty-eight years later in Italy, Luigi Galvani 
discovered the "flow" of electrical current with his 
experiments with frogs! legs and, at the same time, 
added to the medical knowledge of the world. 


Alesandro Volta, of Italy too, developed the means of 
producing electrical energy by the contact of different 
metals and moisture, thereby the invention of the dry 
cell battery in the year 1800, 


Hans Christian Oersted of Copenhagen in 1820 gave to GALVANKSI 
the world electromagnetism and discovered the generation I737- 179% 
of heat by electricity. 


. The so=called birth of the electrical age on 
October 17, 1831, came when Michael Faraday first demone 
strated the electric generator and formed the three 
finger rule of conductor, magnetic flux, and current. 


An American scientist, Joseph Henry, who was head of 


the Smithsonian Institute, created an electromagnet. es 

pm Credit is also given to William Sturgeon of England; he ore 
too invented an electromagnet. ee Pee ee

e The inspiring talks of a Dr. Jackson on his experi- 

o” ments and those of Frenchman Andre Ampere (physicist) -_ 
& in the field of electricity led Samuel F. B. Morse with - 
his assistant, Jeremiah Day of Yale University, to the 
creation of the telegraph and the Morse Telegraph Code. 

The first working telegraph was completed and operated 
in 1835, just three years after his meeting with 
Dr, dJeckson in October, 1832. 


Thomas A. Edison with his filament lamp, patented in 
1883, had the "vacuum tube" in his hand and did not 
realize it. The electrical and magnetic charges that 
were created in his lamp, (he knew they were there) he 
called the "Edison Effect". 


On March 10, 1876, Alexander Graham Bell and his 
assistant, Thomas A. Watson, discovered the means of 
voice transmition over a wire. This happened by 
accident at the end of a day of failures; but, however 
it came, it was another step in the age of electricity. 


British scfentist, Sir J. J. Thomson, was intrigued 
by Edisonts “lamp ‘and Its strange actions. After some 
years of experimenting and calculating, he documented 
and explained his theory of the Edison Effect. 


The theories of Thomson on the Edison Effect were on 
used by Sir Jom Fleming in 1904 to develop what was 
called the Fleming valve or the first diode vacuum 
tube, also known as a rectifier. 


Most historians say the birth of radio came in 1906 
when the American engineer, Lee DeForest, went a step 
further and invented the triode or audio tube. This 
was done by the placing of a wire grid between the 
filament and the plate of the Fleming valve. James 
C, Maxwell, the man called the father of electronics, 
who by the use of mathematical analysis, developed 
many of the theories in use today. 


It was these facts that were used by Heinrich Hertz 
of Germany in some experiments with a Leyden Jar and 
colls of wire. He noticed the discharge of the jar 
through one coil induced an appreciable current in 
the second coil, provided there was a spark gap in 
the inducing coil, He followed this event with other 
experiments and proved some of Maxwell's theories by 
sending an electrical wave across space. Though he 
did not truly know this, he was transmitting a radio 
signal. Later, in 1887, Hertz invented the photo 
electric tube, and the age of electronics took another 
giant step. 7
